Paris, May 13.—The effectlTeneai of the Qennan labmarine cam- 
paifn ia declining. The Oerman Oovanunent ii aware of thii fact, 
but ha^ made the freateit effort to conceal it, declared Oeorgea Lcy- 
gna, Winiatar of Marine, before the Naval Committoe of the Chamber 
of Deputiea. He aaid the situation was moat favorable and that the 
tinkingt of lubmarinea in the first three months of 1918 through 
Allied meaaurea had been greater than the number built by the enemy.

Indui^rial I^velopment of Canada 


When away back In the early part 
of the etobteenth century, Canada be- 
han the making of pots and pana 
store#, mortars and cannon, thrrs 
were possibly araonc the three thous¬ 
and people who compoeed the white 
poputotlod of Quit time some who saw 
rtolooB and drsamed dreams rspardlnc 
the manufacturing posslMUtles of the 
counttr. But whotsver Bicht have 
been tne rlplona the opUmtots of that 
day may hav^iad. many. teoeysUons 
had passed uflHer the hiidife of time 
before Canada beci^e a manufactur- 
toh country of Importance. Kveo Mm 
I ncipient Iron Industry, which saw Its 
birth in 17tS, ceased st times to exist. 
Early Msnufasturinf Osvslopmsnt. 

- F'lour milling was naturally one of 
the first of the country's manufuctnr- 
Inu Industries, the first mill belnff 
started In Nova Hcotia. in 1<07. Potash 
produeed from the timber that was 
brine cleared from the forests, was 
about epp^ Canada's prlnlclpnl ta- 
duatxy in a msQufaeturliie way when 
(lovemor fflmcM" pitched hto mat 
where Toronto now stands. The pro¬ 
duction of pork was another Industry 
which ranked hl^ In Importance In 
that day as well, notwithsUndlne that 
the packers of that period had not 
the hlifh prices now rulinc to attmutote 
producUoo. Possibly, howsveif. their 
prreentase of net profits mM|ht hsvs 
born just as hlyb as thsy ars to-day. 
But i^ortunately thers was im com¬ 
mission then In existence to trasMmlt 
to pbsterlty aqy information on this 
point. 

Owlne to the liberal dlipply of skins 
of wild animals to be obtained, bat 
manufacturing spraac tntb exi et enoe 
In the eluhteentb century, with the 
result that Uppsr Canada could In 
1794 boast of havlns three hatters 
within Us confinee. But although t}it§ 
parttoular Industry got a start that 
early It to only within Che laet decade 
or two that U has assumed anything 
like Important proportions. We of 
this generation have been too much 
cbeeeood with tho fallacy that proper 
hats for proper people could ooty bs 
obtaiaed In London. Paris or New 
Torh, and yet many of uo wsco wear¬ 
ing Canadian mad# hats, marked to 
deceive ue. which were the product of 
our own factortea. Upper Canada 
was atoo produc in g salt In Gevernor 
Simeos's day, but it was not a very 
thiivtag Industry. 

The making of woollens got Its 
start, of cou r se . wHh the hsinr ■pun 

product, but the first sciuni factory 
waa brought Into extoteues hi IIM, 
and Lower Canada was Us place of 
eiigln. ITpper Canada got its first 
woollsn milt la 1997, the year that It 
had Its first and only pehelllon. Losrer 
r’anoda wms atoo the s9t» of the first 
cotton mill, one having been estab¬ 
lished In Bherbroeke la 1944. 

The Ifiedem Manufacturing Era. 

But In spne of the Initial efforts 
away back In the seventeenth and 
eighteenth erniarlea. It wss not until 
within the lifetime the elderly men 
of te-day that the manufacturing in¬ 
dustry of C a n a d a as a whole really 
aseomed bsafthy and substantial pro¬ 
portions. 

Much of the slowneee of the early 
Industrial development #f Canada wae 
undoubtedly due to the tWh-foM rea- 
aou that the* country was sparsely 
and that traasportotioa facili¬ 


ties were marked more by their ah-- 
sence than their eitotsnce. But there 
srare altogether too many men a gen- 
eratloQ or two ago. and pqrtfcttlarly 
among the poUUcians. whoue vision 
wae so limited that about ail they 
eofild see for Canada was an agiicul- 
tural futoru. « 

When ths Rmt census was taken 
after the ocnsommatlun of Confedem- 
Uou. which wss for ths year 1979, the 
aggregate value of the manufactured 
produ^. uf the youhg Iiomtnloa was 
$221,917,779 and the «Mpltal Invested

That Coafedsratton cnnlrlbutsd 
much to the s ub ee q uent devetopment 
of the manufsetufing Induutiies of the 
country there cAn be ao doubt.

While the develcpmenf ef the manu- 
Cactufing Indusirtoa of the ttomtolcm 
was to s good many people, and even 
to those of tbs optimistic ilesorlp- 
tton. somewhat tardy, yet there was 
undoubtedly a forward nMvemsnt. 
Aad some of ue to looking back, and 
considering the many adverse condi¬ 
tions obtaining, may possibly be eur- 
prised rather than othsrwtoe st the 
progrsea that waa really made during 
the first thirty years of Cenf e dsratlon.

In some of the Important baalo ma- 
tertato Canada monopolises the world's 
supply. This to pai^cularly trus eC 
nlckol, whieh has beco m e so necessary 
to ths stoel Industry. Although the 
Iron ore depoelts of the country are 
not being worked to anything like 
their pnaeibto extent. It to asauring to 
know that the dcpoelte are In our pee- 
seeeion. while the enormque depots 
In Newfoundland are owned an d oper¬ 
ated by Canadian intereets. We are. 
therefore, doubly bleesed aa far *ui Iron 
ore 1 $ concerned. 

la our forestry reoouroee. without 
whioh manufacturing srouW bo haadl- 
napped In eooM respuots. we have 
weakened our poalUon by our waete- 
fuloees.

Naturally the 
strength aad the reatoting power of 
any of these factors cannot be ascer¬ 
tained with the same mathematical 
accuracy thst sn engineer to able to 
ascortaln the strength and resisting 
power of a stset girder or a piece of 
tlmr-rr.

During the census year of 191s ths 
total value of the goods of all kinds 
manufactured la the province was 
946.344.999. This was an Increaae of 
934.77 per cent. In ten years, which 
was only exceeded by throe other pro¬ 
vinces in the liomlnlon. According to 
the postal census taken laqt year for 
1919. the value of the output was 
971,424,411. making the Increase for 
> the fifteen years 394 per cent. 

In view of the decrease In the output 
I of forest products to the Value of near¬ 
ly thirteen million doling owing to 
the general depreseUm obtaining In 
that Industry. It is rather surpnsiQg 
that these should have been a net in¬ 
crease In manuCncturlng values in 
general. A census for 1917 would un¬ 
doubtedly show a much larger total 
value for the manufactured products 
of the province.

British Columbia's resources In mlo- 
ermls are vast and varied. The most 
valuable of her mineral products Is 
copper, the output of which In 1914 was 
valued at over 917.444,440, or more 
than ooe-half that for the whole Do¬ 
minion. Coal eomee nest with a value 
of 99,971.493. The output of geld was 
valued at 9i.5l9.l4t. aitd of silver at 
92.134,939. I•'1gures regarding the value 
of lead and sine are not available for 
1^4. but In 1919 the values wars 13,- 
090.449 and 91.9^999 respectively. The 
total value of all mineral products of 
the province for 1919 waa I44.l91.744. 
which was an Increase of 3L44 per 
cent, ever the previous year. This to¬ 
tal ranka next to that of Ontario. 

Although rich Iron depoetts are 
found In the province, none of thmm 
have so far bpen worked. 

Forest Resources. 

British roJumbia has the umsl com¬ 
pact forest area on, the North Ameri¬ 
can continent, while for Us enormous 
forest trees It ts famous the world 
over. The area of lU forests Is esti¬ 
mated to be 114.009,444 seres. wlUle the 
Royal Commission that a few years 
ago investigated the reeources of the 
province In this particular rep«>rtcd 
that U had standing roerctentable 
Umber to the extent of from |44.944.- 
094,499 to 344,009.444.444 feeL It Is 
generally acknowledged that the aa- 
Bual growth of timber In the province 
exceeds that cut. The most Important 
tree of British C^dumbla Is Che tmug- 
laa Ar. other trees of Importance are 
red cedar, larch, broedienf maple, yel- 
low piae. lodgepole pine, balsam Or. 
black cottonwood, aspen, poplar, while 
hr. White spruce, weutem whits pine, 
/ed alder, tad garry oak.

The Industry of Canada la 

amonx the oldest In the country^ It 
has not. however, in some respects been 
marhed by~the development Srhich has 
characterised certain other industiies.

Oeveloimtent In thb mansfacturs of 
woollen goods was necessarily slow. 
Ny 18SS the annual productive value of 
the Industn* wss a little over a mil* 
lion dollars. After that there waa a 
spurt, for the census of 1170 showed 
that the value of the output had in¬ 
creased to IS.M7.84f. While during 
the next forty years there was s 
marked improvement in the quality 
and variety of the woollen goods msn- 
ttfactured In the Iiomlnion. it can 
acarcely be said that the increase in 
the productive vahie of the iirdustry 
was aattefactory.
